selfish motives; he is not restrained by conscience | 


and religious ones. 

Cast an eve on any one Lord's day in our great 
towns, and especially in our metropolis. Follow the 
Sabbath-breakers through the day. Class them. 
Tell me who they are. Count up their actions 
during the course of the sacred hours. Penetrate 
theirsecret chamber. See the intluence of their 
doings on the subsequent week. Society totters 
under their crimes.

of public responsibility which they fill—and trace 
the crimes, the outrages, the neglects, the false- 
hoods, the subterfuges, the nefarious and dark de- 
signs which the profanation of the Lord’s day has 
engendered or matured—Yes, you have vice in all 
its forms and enormities, in the one sin of Sabbath- 
breaking. 


The ground on which we press the immense im- 


portance of the Sabbath, is from the evils which | 


the violation of it occasions. Sabbath-breaking not 
only annuls the sacred compact of Christian na- 


tions. not only opposes the temporal and spiritual 
wellare of man, asa feeble but accountable 


its blessings tothe human heart. The separate in- 
stances of infringing the law of the Sabbath, may 
appear of little moment. We see notthe interior 
process of the evil—the outward garb of decent 
morals is not at once thrown otf. But look at the 
sure result. Whatis the Sabbath-breaker about? 
Is he reading his Bible?—He never opers that 
book which condemns his sin. Does he attend the 
ministry of God’s word?—He dislikes more and 
more its admonitions, its calls to repentance. As 
his violation of the Sabbath increases, his disposi- 
tion to attend the public preaching of the gospel 
lessens, his resolutions of returning to it become 
weaker, his regard for Christianity itself gradually 
expires.

While we 
recognize all the political and other temporal _bles-

We ap- 
peal to the tables of stone, and to the lively oracles 
of God. Whatever defects there may be in the 
wisest human institutions; whatever plausible ob- 
jections may be alleged against their most useful 
provisions; or, however the force of obligation 
may be evaded, when man utters his authority; 
the divine law is perfect, and ultimate evasion is 
impossible. 

And it is this consideration, chiefly, which makes 
us tremble for the “ Ark of the Lord,” and for the 
liberties of our country. Every violation of the 
Sabbath is virtual rebellion against Him who or- 
dained and sanctified it. In no case, not even that 
of ignorance, in a Christian land, will he hold the 
Sabbath-breaker guiltless; and, with the light | 
which multitudes have. every violation of the law 
isa * runnir g upon the tnick bosses of his buckler.”’

It is anappalling consideration that nearly six 
hundred miliions* of onr fellow-men, are on the 
road toeternal woe. The only hope of their sal- 
vation, is their embracing that gospel of which they 
have never heard. Christians are bound by the 
most solemn obligations to send it to them. These 
obligations, they have not fulfilled. The reason 
urged is the inadequacy of means. Six hundred 
millions of immortal beings perishing! L look 
around me with amazement and ask, Is there no 
help? 
quiry is, in all human probability before any arm 
is stretched out for their relief, most of them will 
be shrouded in the darkness of eternal night. ‘The 
pathetic exclamation of Jeremiah rushes into my 
mind, “ O that mv head were waters, and my eyes 


During the last thirty years, Christians have 
made considerable exertions to send the gospel to 
the heathen; but notwithstanding these exertions 
how little has been accomplished! Were the whole 
heathen population collected together, and those 


separated from it, to whom the gospel is preached, | 


their numbers could scareely he missed. Wheat 
has been done during the past thirty vears we 
know. What may bedone during the coming thirty 
we know not. Unless Christians do vastly more, 
the termination of the next thirty vears, will, I fear, 


is only begun, and that six hundred millions of its 

inhabitants have their destiny fixed tor eternity, 

having received but comparatively little help from 
| the American churches. 

Let usask ourselves, what is the prospect of the 
conversion of that part of the world, which falls to 
the lot of America to evangelize. 
the annual amount of donations, to all its mission- 
ary Societies, does not amonnt to 200,000 dollars. 
J will further suppose that in consequence of the 


increased real of Christians, this sum will be en- | 


larged to $800,000, at the termination of the com- 
ing thirty years. Even should my supposition be

If the world isto be converted through the in- 
strumentality of such means as are now in ope- 
ration, it isto be feared, that unless very different 
plans for collecting funds be adopted, the time of its 
conversion is far distant. Permit me to repeat what 
I said in reference to one of these plans in a former 
letter. “f fear that unless the custom of leaving 
legacies to the church obtains, the work of evan- 
gelizing the world will go on very slowly, and 
thousanis of millions be lost forever before the

During the whole of this period, with very short 
intermissions, the churches, in all parts of the 
country, have experienced the reviving influences 
of the Holy Spirit. A new era of light and grace 
has commenced. New causes, and new results 
are witnessed. E-florts for the universal diffusion 
of Christianity have produced a powerlul reac- 
tion at home. Some of the principal hindrances 
to the thorough and permanent conversion of men 
have been removed. A great amount of talent 


and learning has been consecrated by the grace of 


God. Our principal difficulty, in this period, will 
be to make a proper selection and arrangement, 
where the materials are 80 rich and abundant.

} On the 10th of October, 1633, the Rev. John 


Cotton was established teacher of the church ia 


| Boston, in connection with Mr, Wilson as pastor. 


He exerted a great and most beneficial influence 
‘over the whole colony. His labors, soon after he 


anv minister of the country. He was the means 
of exciting great attention to religious subjects, and 
some of the most profligate individuals were 
| brought to renounce their iniquities. His sermons 
| were simple and plain. His Christian character 
amiable and interesting. Gov. Winthrop, in his 
journal of December 1633, has the following sen- 
tence. ‘It pleased the Lord to give special testi- 
mony of his presence in the church of Boston, af- 
ter Mr. Cotton was called to office there. More 
were converted and added to that church, than to 
all the other churches in the bay. Divers profane 
and notorious evil persons came and confessed their 
sins, and were comfortably received into the bosom 
of the chureh. Yea, the Lord gave witness to the 
exercise of prophecy, so as thereby some were 
converted, and others greatly edified. Also, the 

Lord pleased greatly to bless the practice of dis- 

cipline, wherein he gave the pastor, Mr. Wilson,a 

singular gift to the great benefit of the church.” 

‘Tivo or three months after, we find the following 

record, which Mr. Savage supposes to refer to 
| Stephen Winthrop, a son of the governor. 
“ Among other testimonies of the Lord’s gra- 
cious presence with his own ordinances, there was 
a youth of fourteen vears of age (being the son of 
one of the magistrates) so wrought upon by the 
ministry of the word, as, for divers months, he was 
eld under such affliction of mind, as he could not 
be brought to apprehend any comfort in God, be 
ing moch humbled and broken for his sins, (though 
he had been a detiful child, and not given up to 
| the lustsef youth,) and especially for his blasphe 
i mous and wicked thoughts, whereby Satan buf- 

jetted him, so as he went mourning and languish- 
| ing daily; vet. attending to the means, and not

| low and further it, was the advancement of the 
kingdom of Christ in those parts, and the confi- 
dence they had in the promise, that whosoever 

Shall part with father, &e. We were so far from 

fearing any loss by parting with such desirable 
ked at them as seed sown, which 
would bring us in a plentiful harvest, and we ac- 
counted it no small honor that God put upon hia 
poor churches here, that other parts of the world 
should seek to ns for help in this kind.’* 

It was a signal advantage to the cause of vital 
religion in this e¢ suntry, that the church at Cam- 
bridge had such a minister as Tuomas Sueparp. 
While a member of the University of Cambridge, 
E.ngland, after a season of deep distress, he became 

ahumble disciple of Jesus Christ. He was the 
Baxter of New England, radiant in holiness. It 
was on account of the energy and searching char- 
acter of his preaching, and his skill in detecting 
errors, that when the foundation of a college was 
to be laid, Cambridge, rather than any other place, 
was fixed upon. Of his flock at Cambridge, his 
successor, Mr. Mitchell, gives the following char- 
acter. ‘* They werea gracious, savoury—spiritual 
people, principled by Mr. Shepard, liking an hum- 
bling, mourning. heart-breaking ministry and 
spirit; living in religion, praying men and women.” 
The eminent preachers who were trained at Cam- 
bridge, were greatly indebted to Mr. Shepard. 
His words came with power to the heart, and his 
example was a constant reproofto sin. Mitchell, 
the holy, and meek, and heavenly Mitchell, waa 
searcely inferior to his predecessor, Of Rev. 
George Phillips it is said, ‘“ About fourteen years 
continued he in his ministry in Watertown; in 
which time his ministry was blessed, for the con- 
version of many unto God, and for the confirma. 
tion and edification of many who were converted.” 

The Rey. Thomas Prince, in a sermon preach- 
ed by him before the General Assembly of the 
province, in May, 1730, has the following sen- 
tence :— 

“It must be here observed, that though the gen- 
erality both of the first leaders, heads of families, 
and freemen, were persons of noted piety; yet 
there were great numbers, not only of the young- 
er sort, both of children and servants, but also 
of elder, of every age, who came over, both in the 
|; year 1630, and theten following years, that came 
| hither only under the common impressions of a 
} pious ministry or education, or the religious influ- 

ence of their friends, or heads of families, they be- 
| longed to; and who were therefore fit materials 
| for the numerous conversions which quickly follow- 
| ed, under the lively, searching and awakening 
preaching of the primitive ministers.” “ The 
Spirit from on high was poured upon them, and 
the wilderness became a fruitful field. In twenty- 
seven years from the first plantation, there were 
| forty-three churches in joint communion with one 
another. And in twenty-seven years more, there 
appear above fourscore English churches of Christ 
composed only of known, pious, and faithful pro- 
fessors, dispersed through the wilderness; viz. 
twelve or thirteen in Plymouth colony, forty-sev- 
en in Massachusetts colony and province of New 
Hampshire, nineteen in Connecticut, three in 
Long Island, and one at Martha’s Vineyard.”+ In 
1059, Mr. John Norton, the successor of Mr. 
Cotton, in the first church in Boston, thus wrote. 
“It concerneth New Eogland always to remei- 
ber that originally they are a plantation religious,
